"Ever the trust comes uppermost 

And ever Is Justice done.'" 

Socialists do not agree with the 
statsment of Mr. Arbuckle that .te- 
ciallwn cannot be^ inaugurated until 
selfishness Is eliminated from all the 
people. While Socialism has high 
alms and makes appeals to the better 
Impolssfl of men. yet Socialists are 
not propostng to make all people nn- 
selflsh and good. The chief thing they 
are trying to do Is to bring about the 
adoption of an lodostrial system, un¬ 
der wlJch ths crafty and greedy few 
shall not be able to take from the 
honest but often stupid working peo¬ 
ple, five of every six dollars they earn, 
without giving anything In return 
tbarafore. as they have been doing for 
fifty years, until ten thousand shrewed 
Bpeeulators now own more wealth 
that Is possessed by ninety millions of 
people, and the country Is on tSe verge 
of a bloody revoluifon. Sootallsts say 
disaster may be averted by the In- 
augutatJoa of a co-operative common¬ 
wealth In which every worker wHb 
head or band will receive the full 
value of his labor, and speeulatton. 
stook-maklng and a system by which 
shrewed men gain vast wealth for 
nothing, wU: he displaced. 

People complain of the trusts And 
Ai moerats propose to smash them, bat 
BoetaUsts mmr the evil is not In the 
t^utu themselves bat la their owner-, 
ship by Individuals for private profit ^ 


wlU put a stop to child slavery, stock- 
wateriug Wall street gambling, and 
the exploitation of working people by 
a few crafty speculators and gamblers 
who acquire great mountains of 
wealth without returning any rvalue 
therefor. 

Mr. Arbuckle. and other captains of 
industry, insist that their "incentives" 
to trick the masses out of -ftiUllons 
must not be curbed. They must be 
allowed to have a free hand, and they 
have had full play for their "incen- 
Uves" until they have come Into the 
ownership of ninety per cent of all 
the wealth of the country, while fifty 
millions of people are propertylesa 
Thomas W. Lawson, a ralllioDalra and 
one of them admits that forty biUlons 
of watered and fraudulent stocks 
have been foisted on the people, and 
be predicts a violent revolution bqfore 
vultures are extinguished. 

Socialists propose that the nation, 
state, o^'unty and city acquire the 
ownership of public otlUtles and the 
ioeans of producing and distributing 
wealth, and let the earning or profits, 
go back to the people, and that the

weak to read or to enjoy any more exciting 
amusement than my eyes supplied to me. 

''We had thre 4 elephants for our tents and 
baggags; jlnd one used to feed from my hands 
«vorr dog' and seemed ms gsntle as a^ dog or 
cau 

**Oae of our govemmsnt chaprasls was 
partlo'ilarly devoted to her. and Invariably 
sharei his meal of fruit or flour-oakes with hLi 
dumb friend. On a particularly hot day, the 
ehapraslo to my sorpHae, plaot4 Icia little child 
of six months at the elephant's feet, warning 
her expreeelvely that the Infant was In her 
charge, and was to be cared for tUl hie return. 

"1 was an eye-srltaeee of her wonderful sa¬ 
gacity. LATfs bans n a trees and fig trees grew 
aroohdo and, to my eurpiise, the elephant 
broke off one of the former's spreading leaver,, 
held It like a fan In her ^nlc. and from time 
to time gracefully waved''It over the slumber¬ 
ing child, whether to temper the heat of the 
atmeephere or to koep off Alee, 1 am unable 
to say. . The gentle way In which she moved 
her feet over t^be ehUd, and across to eadb 
dda astonished me. 1 seat for a white loaf 
aad some oranges, and calling her by name 
(•be was nevsr chained), tried In vain to tempt 
her to my Mde on the low verandA Kothing 
would indooe her to leave her ohargt. 

"The warm air and the monotonoue wave of 
the ewlnglag fan overpowered me with drowsl- 
aees. to Vbteh X yielded: ahd;.'ZfUr a dleep of 
•ome duration. I wag awakened by quiet, sub¬ 
dued snorte beside me. To my surprise. X found 
that the cbaprasl had Just returned to his o^- 
sprlngo and tlmt the elephant stood near the 
veranda beelde ma patiently waiting aad gen¬ 
tly asking for the tempting dainttee do bravely 
withstood for more than two hows.**

•■pairloUc" Young Germans’ league hod se¬ 
cured the Llederhalle (the hail where the So¬ 
cialist congress met In 1907) for a mass meet¬ 
ing. The "proleurian youths" organised a 
counter-demonstration in the circus bulldhig, 
with Dr. Uebknecbt as the principal speaker. 
‘The police Income very nen.oua, and ordered 
certain pessogee In the circular Inviting to the 
meeting to be pasted over. The circus seats 
3.CC0 persons; these were Ailed long before the 
time arrived, and on overflow meetlfig was 
■peedhy arranged In another halt which eteo 
holds l,0C9 persona Even this was not vuf- 
Aclent, snd two more overflow meetings had 
also to be held, u well os one in tho open-air. 

At the otreus meeting the police appeared 
and demanded that all perwjns uni*.er 18 years 
of age should leave. The chairman, however, 
pointed out that they must appi/ to the Youths' 
comnrntee who had conveneO t‘io meeting. As 
it was non-polltlool, the youlk? bsd a perfect 
sight to be present: but if the police would, 
realty Inelet oiu their demand being carried out, 
they should oddreei themselves direct to the 
youths, and tkiemeelves’beer the cohsequencea 
The police officer In cherge was reasonable 
enough not to press his demand. Llshkneeht 
received a greet ova'*on, and the whole demon* 
ft ration woe on onquellAsd enccese—hardly 
the reeult cgpected by Oensrol Fleld-Morsha!

D noticed by the papers that Helen Keller 
has doclared In favor of Socialism ao'i 
' that It has caused a good deal of atten¬ 
tion. Tet not ail of yob. perhaps, know 
Just who Helen Keller to. merely know¬ 
ing that she is regarded as a very remarkable 
young woman, for sbme reason oi other. Let 
us-l^n, then, a clearer idea of her and of the 
tact of her being Interested In ^conomics. 

Miss Keller is blind. She is deaf. She wa* 
dumb. 

These facts enlist our sympathy at once, bat 
when we learn timti^e haa, in spite of such 
terrible disabilities, become finely educated and 
that she Is a writer/and a thinker, our sym¬ 
pathy turns to wonder a^ admiration.
